ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Incaendar 2000 the Department of Justice (DOJ), Motor Vehicle Division took 989 actions to suspend or

revoke the driver licenses of individuas convicted of minor in possesson violations.

2. DOJonetime programming costs will occur to change the driver licensgng system processes so any minor
in possession conviction (after the individua achieves age 21) will not be reflected. The estimated costs
in FY 2002 only are $3,000. It will be necessary to contract for programming with an outside vendor
snce DOJ programming staff are committed to completing the current backlog of more than 15,000 hours
of programming to comply with existing mandates. Computer costs to complete the programming are
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estimated at $825in FY02 only). Total FY 2002 costs for programming are etimated to be $3,825
($3,000 + $825).
